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PREFACE 


The  meeting  of  the  Warrant  Committee  was  held  on  February 
6  with  very  nearly  full  attendance.  Prior  to  this  meeting  the  sub- 
committees had  given  detailed  consideration  to  the  proposals  related 
to  Roads,  Finance,  Fire  Departments,  Schools  and  Police.  While 
most  of  the  Warrant  articles  indicate  action  and  appropriations  con- 
sistent with  procedures  of  previous  years,  as  well  as  with  the  existing 
economic  situation,  the  following  should  be  noted: 

Article  14.  Fire  Departments 

Included  under  the  Northeast  Harbor  Fire  Department  is  an 
item  of  $7,844.00  for  Hydrant  rental  and  under  the  Seal  Harbor 
Fire  Department  an  item  of  $1,500.00  for  the  same  purpose,  the 
latter  likewise  having  been  included  in  the  Warrant  for  1955.  The 
number  of  hydrants  is  greater  at  Northeast  Harbor  than  at  Seal 
Harbor. 

In  form  these  items  are  new  to  the  Warrant,  although  the  town's 
use  of  water  provided  by  both  water  companies  is  not  new.  Until 
1955,  by  tacit  arrangement,  the  companies  provided  the  water  in  ex- 
change for  tax  bills  in  equal  balance,  there  having  been  no  cash  ex- 
changes either  way.  In  general,  this  has  been  a  time-honored  pro- 
cedure in  many  small  Maine  towns.  The  procedure  has,  however, 
been  limited  to  the  water  company  utilities,  the  electric  and  telephone 
companies  always  having  made  direct  charges  for  services  rendered 
and  having  paid  town  taxes.  (The  electric  and  telephone  bills  have 
been  many  times  higher  than  the  taxes) 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission,  in  reviewing  rates  of  the  Seal 
Harbor  Water  Company  and  the  Northeast  Harbor  Water  Company, 
has  decreed  that  these  utilities  should  follow  accepted  practice, 
render  bills  for  services  provided,  and  pay  taxes  as  assessed.  The 
amounts  included  in  the  warrant  for  these  items  are  in  accordance 
with  rate  schedules  as  approved  by  the  Commission. 

The  Warrant  Committee  has  had  no  information  regarding  any 
basis  of  assessment,  but  it  is  assumed  that  tax  bills  will  be  rendered 
by  the  town  to  the  water  companies,  which  in  each  instance  will 
serve  to  offset,  to  a  partial  extent,  the  sums  indicated. 

The  item  for  engine  drivers  shows  increase,  due  to  the  need  for 
an  additional  man  at  Northeast  Harbor  to  properly  cover  the  situa- 
tion, in  view  of  the  forthcoming  change  in  telephone  service  from

operator  to  dial  systems.  With  complete  dependence  upon  dial  tele- 
phones, it  will  be  necessary  that  the  central  receiving  telephones  at 
Northeast  Harbor  be  completely  attended  upon  a  24  hour  basis,  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  other  way. 


Article  26.  Consolidation  of  the  Otter  Creek,  Seal  Harbor  and  North- 
east Harbor  grammar  schools  in  the  Stetson  building. 

This  proposal  was  reported  favorably,  but  by  a  very  close 
margin,  following  extended  discussion.  11  of  the  members  voted  to 
consolidate;  9  voted  in  opposition. 


Article  46.  A  Sivimming  Pool  Fund 

The  proposal  to  start  a  fund  towards  providing  a  municipal 
swimming  pool  in  the  Sea  Street  area  received  favorable  action, 
$5,000.00  being  recommended.  It  was  pointed  out  that  should  the 
town  start  such  a  fund,  the  town  could  change  its  course  of  action  at 
any  future  town  meeting  prior  to  actual  initiation  of  work,  should 
further  developments  so  manifest. 


Articles  50  and  51.  Relating  to  one-way  traffic  in  Main  Street  and 
Tracy  Road,  Northeast  Harbor 

These  proposals  received  favorable  action  by  majority  vote. 


Article  54.  The  proposal  for  zoning 

This  proposal  received  favorable  action,  the  vote  being 
unanimous. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  zoning  ordinance  would  require  a 
favorable  vote  by  two-thirds  majority  of  the  legal  voters  in  attendance 
at  the  town  meeting  to  insure  passage,  this  being  a  statutory  re- 
quirement for  enactment.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  the  town  would 
still  have  power  to  reverse  itself  and  to  discontinue  any  such 
ordinance  at  any  future  town  meeting,  by  mere  majority  vote. 

The  Committee  has  made  its  recommendations  only  after  full 
consideration  of  each  article  in  the  Warrant.  If  all  its  recommenda- 
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tions  are  followed,  the  total  appropriations  for  1956  will  be 
$267,353.00,  or  $89.00  less  than  the  1955  total,  thus  maintaining  the 
same  tax  rate.

Words  used  in  the  present  tense  shall  include  the 
future;  the  singular  number  shall  include  the  plural,  and  the  plural, 
the  singular;  the  word  "building"  shall  include  the  word  '"structure"; 
and  the  word  "shall"  is  mandatory  and  not  directory. 

1.  Accessory  Building:  A  subordinate  building  or  a  portion 
of  the  main  building,  the  use  of  which  is  incidental  to  that  of  the 
dominant  use  of  the  building  or  premises. 

2.  Apartment  House:     See  Dwelling,  Multiple. 

3.  Boarding  House:  A  building  other  than  a  hotel,  where 
for  compensation  and  by  prearrangement  for  definite  periods,  meals, 
or  lodging  and  meals,  are  provided  for  three  (3)  or  more  persons, 
but  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  persons. 

4.  Building:  Any  structure  for  the  shelter,  support  or  en- 
closure of  persons,  animals,  chattels  or  property  of  any  kind. 

5.  Club-House,  Private:  A  building  used  by  an  organization, 
society  or  association  of  persons  which  may  be  incorporated,  not 
operated  for  profit. 

6.  Club-House,  Public:  A  building  used  by  an  organization, 
society  or  association  of  persons  which  may  be  incorporated,  opera- 
ted for  profit,  but  with  restrictions  imposed  upon  the  membership, 
including  the  payment  of  membership  fee. 
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7.  Dwelling:  Any  building,  or  portion  thereof,  which  is 
designed  or  used  exclusively  for  residential  purposes. 

8.  Dwelling,  Single-Family:  A  building  designed  for  or  oc- 
cupied by  one  family. 

9.  Dwelling,  Two-Family:  A  building  designed  for  or  oc- 
cupied by  two  families. 

10.  Dwelling,  Multiple:  A  building  designed  for  or  occupied 
by  three  or  more  families. 

11.  Family:  One  or  more  persons  occupying  a  premises  and 
living  as  a  single  housekeeping  unit  as  distinguished  from  a  group 
occupying  a  boarding  house,  lodging  house  or  hotel  as  herein  defined. 

12.  Filling  Station:  Any  building,  structure,  or  premises, 
enclosure  or  other  place  used  for  the  dispensing,  sale  or  offering  for 
sale  of  automobile  fuels  and  oils. 

13.  Garage,  Private:  An  accessory  building  designed  or  used 
for  the  storage  of  motor-driven  vehicles  owned  and  used  by  the  oc- 
cupants of  the  building  to  which  it  is  accessory. 

14.  Garage,  Public:  A  building  or  portion  thereof,  other 
than  a  private  garage,  designed  or  used  for  servicing,  repairing, 
equipping,  hiring,  selling  or  storing  motor-driven  vehicles. 

15.  Home  Occupation:  Any  occupation  or  profession  carried 
on  by  a  member  of  a  family,  residing  on  the  premises. 

16.  Hotel  or  Inn:  A  commercial  establishment  for  the  en- 
tertainment of  travelers  and  others,  providing  sleeping  rooms,  cot- 
tages or  annexes,  whether  attached  to  the  main  building  or  not,  a 
dining  room  or  rooms,  souvenir  or  other  shops  and  various  other 
services,  all  controlled  by  a  central  office.  A  Hotel  is  to  be  distin- 
guished from  an  Inn  by  being  more  pretentious  in  style  or  services, 
and  from  a  Rooming-house  by  being  at  no  time  of  the  year  a  private 
residence. 

17.  Motel:  A  building  located  near  a  highway  containing 
three  (3)  or  more  units  for  the  housing  of  transient  guests,  providing 
various  services  and  being  controlled  through  a  main  office. 

18.  A  Highway  Hotel  differs  from  a  Motel  only  in  the  pro- 
vision of  more  formal  and  elaborate  services,  and  in  having  access  to 
the  rooms  only  through  a  main  entrance. 

19.  Institution:  A  building  occupied  by  a  non-profit  corpor- 
ation or  non-profit  establishment  for  public  use  or  benefit. 

20.  Lodging  House:  A  building  where  lodging  only  is  pro- 
vided for  compensation  to  three  (3)  or  more,  but  not  exceeding 
twenty  (20)  persons,  in  contradistinction  to  hotels  open  to  transients. 

21.  Lot:  A  parcel  of  land  occupied  or  intended  for  occu- 
pancy by  one  (1)  main  building,  together  with  its  accessory  build- 
ings, and  uses  customarily  incidental  to  it. 
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22.  Non-Conforming  Use:  The  use  of  any  premises  contrary 
to  the  use  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  for  the  district  in  which  the 
premises  are  located. 

23.  Sign,  Advertising:  Any  sign,  either  free  standing  or 
attached  to  a  building,  or  other  structure,  which  advertises  a  business 
or  commercial  establishment. 

24.  Sign,  Temporary:  Any  sign  advertising  a  building  or 
premises  for  sale  or  rent,  and  erected  or  placed  on  such  building  or 
premises. 

25.  Stable,  Private:  An  accessory  building  designed  or  used 
for  the  accommodation  of  horses  owned  and  used  by  the  occupants 
of  the  building  to  which  it  is  accessory. 

26.  Stable,  Riding:  A  stable  with  a  capacity  for  more  than 
three  (3)  horses  which  are  offered  for  hire. 

27.  Tourist  Homes:    See  lodging  house  or  boarding  house. 

28.  Tourist  Cabins:  One  or  more  buildings,  on  one  lot,  used 
or  designed  to  be  used  to  house  temporarily  not  more  than  two  (2) 
families  per  building,  for  compensation;  and  designed  primarily  to 
accommodate  automobile  transients. 

29.  Tourist  or  Trailer  Camp  or  Camp  Ground:  An  area  in- 
tended to  be  used  as  temporary  living  facilities  of  one  or  more 
families  and  intended  primarily  for  automobile  transients  or  provid- 
ing space  where  two  (2)  or  more  tents  or  auto  trailers  can  be  parked. 

Section  II. 

For  the  purpose  of  safeguarding  the  public  welfare  and  pro- 
moting public  health  in  respect  to  the  use,  character  and  location  of 
buildings  in  the  Town  of  Mount  Desert,  four  (4)  kinds  of  districts 
shall  be  established,  known  as : 

Residence  "A"  District 

Residence  "B"  District 

Business  "A"  District 

Business  "B"  District 

Section  III. 

The  boundaries  of  said  districts  shall  be  as  shown  upon  the 
map  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  be 
designated  as  the  Building  Zone  Map  of  the  Town  of  Mount  Desert, 
Hancock  County,  Maine. 

All  the  territory  hereafter  annexed  to  the  Town  of  Mount  Desert, 
Maine,  shall  be  in  the  Residence  "A"  District  until  changed  by 
ordinance. 

Section  IV. 

In  a  Residence  "A"  District  no  building  or  premises  may  be 
erected,  altered  or  used  except  for  one  or  more  of  the  following 
purposes: 
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(1)  Single  dwelling.  Two-family  dwelling.  Multiple  dwelling. 

(2)  Hotel.  Inn. 

(3)  Church.  School.  Public  library.  Public  museum.  Com- 
munity building. 

(4)  Public  park.  Public  playground.  Public  recreation  build- 
ing. School  or  athletic  field.  Golf  course.  Water  supply 
reservoir. 

(5)  Tilling  the  soil.  Nursery.  Greenhouse.  Truck  gardening. 

(6)  Private  garage. 

(7)  Club-house. 

(8)  Hospital  or  sanitarium,  other  than  for  the  insane  or 
feeble  minded. 

(a)  A  private  garage  may  provide  for  not  more  than  five 
motor  vehicles,  except  that  storage  for  one  motor  vehicle  for  each 
3000  square  feet  of  the  area  of  the  lot  shall  be  permitted.  In  a 
private  garage,  space  for  not  more  than  two  motor  vehicles  may  be 
rented  to  other  than  occupants  of  the  premises.  No  business,  occupa- 
tion or  service  connected  in  any  way  with  motor  vehicles  shall  be 
permitted. 

(b)  Any  building  accessory  to  a  use  in  a  Residence  District 
shall  be  permitted  except  as  prohibited  in  this  paragraph.  A  billboard 
or  advertising  sign  shall  in  no  case  be  permitted  as  a  building  acces- 
sory use,  except  that  the  placing  of  signs  in  connection  with  the  sale, 
renting,  construction,  improvement  or  designation  of  the  property 
shall  be  permitted.  This  provision  shall  not  preclude  plaques,  memor- 
ial tablets  or  any  incised  signs,  name-plates,  driveway  designations, 
signs  for  any  regulations  relating  to  property,  or  for  the  naming  of 
premises,  or  directional  signs  of  small  size,  all  of  which  shall  be  per 
mitted.  A  store,  trade  or  business  shall  not  be  permitted  as  an  acces- 
sory use,  except  that  the  office  of  a  physician,  dentist,  surgeon  or 
other  professional  person  may  be  located  in  the  dwelling  or  apart- 
ment used  by  such  physician,  dentist,  surgeon  or  other  professional 
person  as  his  private  residence,  and  except  that  any  person  carrying 
on  a  customary  home  occupation  may  do  so  in  a  dwelling  or  apart- 
ment used  by  him  as  his  private  residence  if  it  is  incidental  to  such 
residential  use. 

(c)  In  a  dwelling  or  apartment  occupied  as  a  private  resi- 
dence, one  or  more  rooms  may  be  rented  to  overnight  guests,  or  for 
longer  periods,  and/or  table  board  furnished. 

(d)  In  a  Residence  "A"  District  no  motels,  motor  courts, 
overnight  camps  or  cabins,  and/ or  camping  grounds  shall  be  erected, 
maintained,  or  used.  The  term  "camping  grounds,"  as  used  in  this 
section,  shall  include  grounds  for  the  maintenance  of  trailer  camps, 
motor  courts,  overnight  camps  or  cabins. 
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Section  V. 

In  a  Residence  "B"  District  no  building  or  premises  may  be 
erected,  altered  or  used  except  for  one  or  more  of  the  following 
purposes: 

(1)  Single  family  dwelling. 

(2)  Church.  School.  Public  library.  Public  museum.  Com- 
munity building. 

(3)  Public  park.  Public  playground.  Public  recreation  build- 
ing. School  or  athletic  field.  Golf  course.  Water  supply- 
reservoir. 

(4)  Tilling  the  soil.  Nursery.  Greenhouse.  Truck  gardening. 

(5)  Private  garage. 

(6)  Private  Club-House. 

(a)  In  a  private  dwelling,  one  or  more  rooms  may  be  rented 
to  overnight  guests,  or  for  longer  periods,  and/or  table  board  fur- 
nished to  persons  not  exceeding  three  at  any  one  time. 

(b)  In  a  Residence  "B"  District  no  motels,  motor  courts, 
overnight  camps  or  cabins,  and/ or  camping  grounds  shall  be  erected, 
maintained,  or  used.  The  term  "camping  grounds,"  as  used  in  this 
section,  shall  include  grounds  for  the  maintenance  of  trailer  camps, 
motor  courts,  overnight  camps  or  cabins. 

Section  VI. 

In  a  Business  "A"  District  no  building  or  premises  shall  be 
erected,  altered  or  used  for  any  use  injurious,  obnoxious  or  offensive 
to  the  neighborhood  by  reason  of  the  emission  of  odors,  fumes,  dust, 
smoke,  vibration,  noise  or  other  cause,  or  for  a  public  garage,  or  a 
gasoline  filling  station,  or  overnight  camps,  or  cabins,  and/ or  camp- 
ing grounds.  The  term  "camping  grounds,"  as  used  in  this  section, 
shall  include  grounds  for  the  maintenance  of  trailer  camps,  overnight 
camps,  or  cabins;  or  for  any  use  except  one  or  more  of  the  following 
purposes: 

(a)  One  or  more  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Section  IV  and 
V. 

(b)  Office  building,  bank  or  similar  institution,  or  telephone 
exchange. 

(c)  Restaurant,  tearoom,  lunch  counter  and  bakery. 

(d)  Hotel,  Motel,  Motor  Court,  and  theatre. 

(e)  Fire  house. 

(f)  Retail  store  for  the  sale  of  dry  goods,  hardware,  clothing, 
furniture,  groceries,  sporting  goods,  jewelry,  musical  or 
scientific  instruments,  and  other  trades  or  uses  of  a 
similar  grade. 

(g)  Yards  for  sale  of  coal,  wood,  ice  or  building  materials. 

(h)  Laundry,  dry  cleaning  or  dyeing,  tailoring,  dressmaking, 
shoemaking  and  repairing.  Personal  service  shop. 
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(i)  Carpenter,  cabinet  making,  upholstery  shop,  electrical 
shop,  metal  working,  tinsmith,  plumbing,  paint  store  or 
paper  hanger. 

(j)     Newspaper  or  job  printing. 

(k)     Undertaking  and  embalming. 

(1)     Fish  packing  and  boat  building. 

(m)  Light  manufacturing,  employing  electricity  and/or  other 
unobjectionable  machinery  and/or  processes.  Such  man- 
facturing  to  be  free  from  neighborhood  disturbing  odors 
and/or  vibrations  and/or  other  neighborhood  disturb- 
ing agencies. 

Section  VII. 

In  a  Business  "B"  District  no  building  or  premises  may  be 
erected,  altered  or  used  except  for  one  or  more  of  the  following 
purposes : 

(a)  One  or  more  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Section  IV,  V, 
VI. 

(b)  Filling  stations,  garages  for  storage,  automobile  repair 
shops  and  salesrooms  for  motor  vehicles. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  of 
Section  VI,  no  building  may  be  erected,  altered  or  used, 
and  no  lot  or  premises  may  be  used  for  any  trade,  indus- 
try or  business  that  is  obnoxious  or  offensive  by  reason 
of  resulting  neighborhood  odors,  dust,  smoke,  gas, 
fumes,  vibration,  noise  or  other  objectionable  features 
or  for  any  use  which  would  prove  injurious  to  the  safety 
or  welfare  of  the  neighborhood  into  which  it  proposes  to 
go,  and  destructive  of  property  values,  because  of  any 
excessive  nuisance  qualities. 

Section  VIII. 

J\r on-Conforming  Uses. 

Any  existing  building  or  premises,  which  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  is  devoted  to  a  use  not  conforming  to  the 
regulations  herein  set  forth  pertaining  to  the  district  in  which  it  is 
situated,  may  continue  to  be  used  in  the  manner  it  is  now  being  used. 
Also  such  non-conforming  use  may  be  changed  to  another  use  which 
is  allowed  in  the  district  in  which  the  existing  non-conforming  use 
belongs,  provided  it  is  no  more  harmful  in  character. 

No  non-conforming  use,  if  changed  to  a  conforming  use,  shall 
thereafter  be  changed  to  a  non-conforming  use. 

Section  IX. 

Board  of  Appeals. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  created  a  Board  of  Appeals  consisting  of 
five  members,  three  of  whom  shall  be  regular  members  of  the  Board 
and  two  of  whom  shall  be  associate  members  of  the  Board. 
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The  regular  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  as  here- 
inafter provided,  one  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  one  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  the  senior  member  of  the 
Board  in  point  of  service  shall  after  the  second  year  be  chairman  of 
the  Board.  The  associate  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed 
one  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  shall 
act  only  in  case  a  regular  member  of  the  Board  shall  be  unable  to 
act,  due  to  interest,  absence  from  State,  or  physical  incapacity. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  when  so  requested 
to  interpret  the  details  of  the  application  of  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions enacted  under  Sections  93  to  99  of  Chapter  91  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  State  of  Maine,  1954,  in  accordance  with  general  rules 
set  forth  in  such  ordinances  or  regulations.  The  Board  shall  have  the 
power  to  determine  appeals  from  alleged  erroneous  refusal  of  build- 
ing permits,  and  to  permit  exception  to  or  variations  from  regula- 
tions in  the  classes  of  cases  or  situations,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
principles,  conditions  and  procedure  specified  therein,  and  so  as  to 
grant  reasonable  use  of  property  where  necessary  to  avoid  confisca- 
tion, and  without  substantially  departing  from  the  intent  of  plans 
and  regulations  made  under  the  above  Sections.  All  decisions  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals  in  favor  of  an  appellant  shall  be  by  majority  vote  of 
its  members,  after  a  public  hearing  in  each  case.  No  act  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  shall  have  the  effect  of  amending  or  changing  any  ordin- 
ance, regulation  or  map  enacted  or  established  under  the  above 
sections. 

Within  ten  days  from  the  date  this  ordinance  is  passed  by  voters 
of  the  town,  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  one  regular  member  of  the 
Board  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  for  a  term  of  two  years,  one  for  a 
term  of  three  years,  the  member  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  Board  until  such  time  as  the  seniority  rule 
as  hereinabove  set  forth  shall  begin  to  operate.  Ac  the  same  meeting 
at  which  the  regular  members  of  said  Board  are  appointed  the  Select- 
men shall  appoint  two  associate  members  one  for  a  term  of  two  years 
and  one  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Each  year  thereafter  the  Selectmen 
as  aforesaid  shall  appoint  one  regular  member  of  the  Board  for  a 
term  of  three  years,  and  every  two  years  thereafter  the  Selectmen  as 
aforesaid  shall  appoint  one  associate  member  of  the  Board  for  a  term 
of  four  years. 

(b)  The  Board  shall  adopt  from  time  to  time  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 

(c)  The  Board  shall  keep  a  written  record  of  all  its  meetings 
and  hearings.  Upon  the  written  request  of  any  individual,  group,  or 
corporation  who  alleges  erroneous  refusal  of  a  building  permit  or 
who  requests  an  interpretation  of  the  details  of  application  of  any 
ordinances  or  regulations  enacted  under  the  Sections  referred  to 
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above,  or  a  variance  or  exception  from  any  regulations  so  enacted, 
the  Board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  as  provided,  and  shall  report 
its  decisions  in  writing  to  the  appropriate  town  officials.  The  Board 
may  request  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Zoning  Committee  at  any 
time,  may  retain  legal  counsel  when  necessary,  and  may  employ  sten- 
ographers to  transcribe  the  testimony  of  proceedings  at  public  hear- 
ings. 

Appeals. 

(a)  Appeals  to  the  Board  may  be  taken  by  any  person 
aggrieved  or  by  an  officer,  department,  or  bureau  of  the  Town  of 
Mount  Desert  affected  by  any  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  by 
General  Rule,  by  filing  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  with  the 
Board  not  later  than  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen's  decision  which  is  appealed  from,  a  notice  of  appeal  speci- 
fying the  grounds  thereof.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  forthwith 
transmit  to  the  Board  all  the  papers  constituting  the  record  upon 
which  the  action  appealed  from  is  taken. 

(b)  An  appeal  stays  all  proceedings  in  furtherance  of  the 
action  appealed  from,  unless  the  Board  of  Selectmen  certifies  to  the 
Board  after  the  notice  of  appeal  shall  have  been  filed  with  it,  that  by 
reason  of  facts  stated  in  the  certificate,  a  stay  would,  in  its  opinion, 
cause  imminent  peril  to  life  or  property.  In  such  case,  proceedings 
shall  not  be  stayed  otherwise  than  by  an  order  which  may  be  granted 
by  the  Board,  or  by  a  court  of  record  on  application  or  notice  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  on  good  cause  shown. 

(c)  Whenever  appeal  is  made  to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  the 
Board  shall  within  ten  (10)  days  publish  a  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  a  public  hearing  upon  such  appeal,  give  not  less  than  ten 
(10)  days'  public  notice  thereof  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion, as  well  as  due  notice  to  the  parties  in  the  interest,  and  decide  the 
same  within  a  reasonable  time.  Upon  the  hearing,  any  party  may 
appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or  by  attorney. 

(d)  No  order  of  the  Board  permitting  the  erection  or  altera- 
tion of  a  building  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  longer  than  six  months, 
unless  a  building  permit  for  such  erection  or  alteration  is  obtained 
within  such  period  and  such  erection  or  alteration  is  started  and 
proceeds  to  completion  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  such  permit. 

(e)  No  order  of  the  Board  permitting  a  use  of  a  building  or 
premises  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  longer  than  six  months,  unless 
such  use  is  established  within  such  period,  provided,  however,  that, 
where  such  use  permitted  is  dependent  upon  the  erection  or  altera- 
tion of  a  building,  such  order  shall  continue  in  force  and  effect  if  a 
building  permit  for  said  erection  or  alteration  is  obtained  within  such 
period  and  such  erection  or  alteration  is  started  and  proceeds  to 
completion  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  such  permit. 
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The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  it 
shall  be  its  duty: 

1.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  where  it  is  alleged  there  is  error 
in  any  order,  requirement,  decision  or  determination  made  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 

2.  To  permit  the  extension  of  a  district  where  the  boundary 
line  of  a  district  divides  a  lot  held  in  a  single  ownership  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

3.  To  permit  the  following  exceptions  to  the  district  regula- 
tions set  forth  in  this  ordinance  by  issuance  of  a  permit  containing 
conditions  governing  design,  construction  or  operation  of  the  excep- 
tion so  as  to  adequately  safeguard  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of 
the  occupants  of  adjoining  and  surrounding  property. 

(a)  The  erection  or  use  of  a  building  or  the  use  of  a  premises 
for  public  utility  purposes  only,  which  the  Board  finds  to  be  reason- 
ably necessary  for  the  public  convenience  or  welfare. 

(b)  Temporary  use  of  land  by  circuses  or  carnivals  upon  com- 
pliance with  police  regulations  of  the  Town  of  Mount  Desert. 

4.  To  grant  a  variation  in  the  regulations  when  a  property 
owner  can  show  that  his  property  was  acquired  in  good  faith  and 
where  by  reason  of  exceptional  narrowness,  shallowness  or  shape, 
or  where  by  reason  of  exceptional  topographical  conditions  or 
other  extraordinary  or  exceptional  situation  that  the  strict  applica- 
tion of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  actually  prohibit  the  use  of  his 
property  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  which  other  property  in  the 
district  is  used  provided,  however,  that  all  variations  granted  under 
this  clause  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  intended  spirit  and  purpose 
of  this  ordinance. 

In  exercising  the  above  powers,  the  Board  may  reverse  or 
affirm  wholly  or  partly,  or  may  modify  the  order,  requirement,  de- 
cision or  determination  appealed  from  and  may  make  such  order, 
requirement,  decision,  or  determination  as  ought  to  be  made,  and  to 
that  end  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from 
whom  the  appeal  is  taken. 

Every  variation  granted  or  denied  by  the  Board  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  written  finding  of  fact,  based  on  testimony  and  evidence 
and  specifying  the  reason  for  granting  or  denying  the  variation. 

Section  X. 
Plats. 

Each  application  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  plat,  drawn  to  scale,  showing  the  actual  dimensions  of  the  lot  to 
be  built  upon,  the  size,  shape  and  location  of  the  building  to  be 
erected,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide 
for  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance.  A  record  of  applications  and 
plats  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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Section  XI. 

Interpretation,  Purpose,  and  Conflict. 

In  interpreting  and  applying  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
they  shall  be  held  to  be  the  minimum  requirements  for  the  promotion 
of  the  public  safety,  health,  convenience,  comfort,  morals,  prosperity 
and  general  welfare.  It  is  not  intended  by  this  ordinance  to  interfere 
with  or  abrogate  or  annul  any  ordinance,  rules,  regulations,  or  per- 
mits previously  adopted  or  issued,  and  not  in  conflict  with  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  which  shall  be  adopted  or  issued 
pursuant  to  law  relating  to  the  use  of  buildings  or  premises,  and 
likewise,  not  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance;  nor  is  it  intended  by 
this  ordinance  to  interfere  with  or  abrogate  or  annul  any  easements, 
covenants  or  other  agreements  between  parties,  except  that  if  this 
ordinance  imposes  a  greater  restriction,  this  ordinance  shall  control. 

Section  XII. 

Changes  and  Amendments. 

No  zoning  regulation  or  amendment  thereof  shall  be  adopted 
until  after  public  notice  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  and  after  pub- 
lic hearing  has  been  held  thereon  nor  except  by  a  2/3  vote  of  a  town 
meeting  or  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute. 

Section  XIII. 

Enforcement. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  see  that  this 
ordinance  is  enforced  through  the  proper  legal  channels. 

Section  XIV. 

Violation  and  Penalty. 

Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  who  violates,  disobeys,  omits, 
or  refuses  to  comply  with,  or  who  resists  the  enforcement  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not 
less  than  ten  dollars  ($10)  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  ($50)  for  each 
offense.  Each  day  that  a  violation  is  permitted  to  exist  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense. 

Section  XV. 

Validity. 

Should  any  section,  clause  or  provision  of  this  ordinance  be 
declared  by  the  courts  to  be  invalid,  the  same  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  ordinance  as  a  whole,  or  any  part  thereof,  other  than 
the  part  so  declared  to  be  invalid. 

Section  XVI. 

(a)  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  and 
acceptance  by  the  electors,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  91  Sections  93  to  99  inclusive  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Maine,  1954. 
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(b)  The  Building  Zone  Ordinance  adopted  by  the  Town  of 
Mount  Desert  on  March  5,  1928,  is  hereby  repealed. 

(c)     The  Zoning  Ordinance  adopted  by  the  Town  of  Mount 
Desert  on  March  2,  1936,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  the  Zoning  Or- 
dinance under  the  provisions  of  Revised  Statutes  of 
Maine  1954,  Chapter  91,  Sections  93-99,  inclusive,  be 
enacted. 

55.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  to  enter  into  the  follow- 
ing agreement  with  the  State  of  Maine  through  its 
State  Highway  Commission: 


AGREEMENT 


THIS  AGREEMENT  entered  into  this  day  of  in 

the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-six,  BY 
and  BETWEEN  the  State  of  Maine  through  its  State  Highway  Com- 
mission duly  authorized  by  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Maine,  herein- 
after referred  to  as  'the  State',  and  the  Town  of  Mt.  Desert,  County 
of  Hancock,  a  body  corporate  by  and  through  its  Selectmen,  there- 
unto duly  authorized,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  'the  Town'. 

WHEREAS,  'the  State'  is  planning  the  reconstruction  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  highway  from  Pedder's  Corner  to  Northeast  Harbor, 
known  as  Highway  No.  257  (State  Routes  3  and  198)  and  part 
of  the  reconstruction  will  be  within  the  compact  limits  of  Northeast 
Harbor,  said  reconstruction  being  designated  as  follows: 

HIGHWAY  No.  257  (State  Routes  3  and  198) 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  or  near  the  center  of  the  present  high- 
way at  about  Station  10+0  and  extending  in  a  general 
northerly  direction  via  State  Routes  3  and  198  to  Pedder's 
Corner,  so-called,  at  the  junction  of  State  Routes  3  and  198 
being  at  about  Station  53+50.  This  project  shall  be  known 
as  Project  257  (501). 

NOW,  Therefore,  'the  State'  agrees  to  do  and  perform  the  following: 
(1)    To  construct  Project  257  (501)  substantially  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  for  said  project  prepared  by  the  State  High- 
way Commission. 
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(2)  To  prepare  Right  of  Way  Maps  showing  the  necessary  new 
right  of  way  required  for  the  construction  of  the  project.  To 
be  responsible  for  obtaining  necessary  property  title  ab- 
stracts and  appraisals.  To  prepare  all  necessary  deeds  for 
the  conveyance  of  the  necessary  new  Right  of  Way  required. 
To  reimburse  'the  Town'  for  all  payments  made  by  'the 
Town'  as  approved  by  'the  State'  in  excess  of  twelve  thous- 
and (12,000.00)  dollars  for  new  right  of  way  required  as 
shown  on  said  Right  of  Way  Maps. 

AND,  'the  Town  agrees  to  do  and  perform  the  following: 

(1)  To  pay  to  'the  State'  the  sums  of  $2,932.00  of  town  money  and 
$2,932.00  of  State  money  which  represents  the  respective 
shares  of  the  1954  State  Aid  Funds  of  Mt.  Desert,  and  in 
addition  pay  to  'the  State'  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  as  'the 
Town's'  contribution  toward  the  cost  of  the  sidewalk  to  be 
constructed  as  a  part  of  the  Project. 

(2)  To  acquire  prior  to  August  1,  1956  and  pay  for  all  necessary 
new  right  of  way  required  for  the  construction  of  the  project 
as  may  be  shown  on  the  Right  of  Way  Maps  to  be  prepared 
for  the  project.  Prior  to  payment  by  'the  Town'  to  a  property 
owner  for  said  land,  such  agreed  amounts  shall  be  approved 
by  'the  State'. 

(3)  To  assume  all  claims  for  damages  which  may  be  made  by 
abutting  property  owners,  arising  from  the  construction  of 
said  Project,  not  including  damage  or  injury  to  property 
caused  by  the  Contractor's  operations  from  blasting,  neglect, 
etc.  (See  abstract  of  State  Highway  Commission  Specifica 
tions,  Revision  of  January,  1956,  Article  106-11  "Use  of 
Explosives",  and  Article  106-12  "Protection  of  Property"; 
copies  of  which  are  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this 
Agreement) ,  but  including  such  claims  as  may  arise  or  re- 
sult from  the  change  in  alignment,  change  in  grade,  widen- 
ing, drainage,  loss  of  or  replacement  of  property  corner 
markers,  and  such  other  claims,  demands,  or  causes  of  ac- 
tion in  Law  or  Equity,  by  any  person,  persons,  companies 
or  corporations,  between  Station  10+0  and  Station  53-}- 50. 

(4)  To  acquire  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  and  /or  'the 
Town'  the  necessary  drainage  easements  for  outlets,  either 
existing  or  new,  located  at  the  approximate  Stations  listed 
below: 

Sta.  11+28  Rt.  Sta.  13+50  Rt  Sta.  15+20  Rt. 

Sta.  16+38  Rt.  Sta.  17+82  Rt.  Sta.  23+78  Rt. 

Sta.  25+50  Rt.  Sta.  28+85  Rt.  Sta.  42+62  Rt. 

Sta.  47+26  Rt.  Sta.  50+77  Rt. 
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(5)  To  locate,  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  construction 
of  the  project  by  'the  State',  and/or  its  Contractor,  all  pro- 
perty lines  or  corner  markers  located  adjacent  to  it  within 
the  limits  of  the  proposed  project. 

(6)  To  locate  and/or  lay  out  prior  to  June  1,  1956,  all  existing 
highway  lines  and  bounds  within  the  limits  of  the  project. 

(7)  To  install  and  maintain  Street  Lighting  commensurate  with 
highway  safety  of  an  intensity  of  approximately  0.2  foot- 
candles,  requiring  about  eighteen  (18)  -  2500-lumen  incan- 
descent street  lighting  units. 

(8)  To  pass  such  Ordinances  as  may  be  required  to  PRO- 
HIBIT PARKING  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  highway  be- 
tween Station  10+0  and  Station  38+0.  and  on  the  easterly 
side  of  the  highway  between  Station  34  +  0  and  Station 
53+50:  and  to  restrict  all  other  parking  on  the  project  to 
PARALLEL  PARKING  ONLY. 

(9)  To  permit  'the  State"  in  the  construction  of  this  project  to 
enter  and  to  use  the  existing  town-owned  storm  sewer  sys- 
tem for  disposal  of  surface  water. 

(10)  To  pass  such  Ordinances  and  make  such  regulations  as  may 
be  required  to  control  ALL  ENTRANCES  to  the  Highway 
as  constructed  as  part  of  this  project  or  as  may  be  con- 
structed in  the  future,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  23,  Sec- 
tion 36  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Maine,  1954. 

(11)  To  assume  all  claims  for  damages  to  underground  install- 
ations where  the  locations  of  said  underground  installations 
are  unknown  to  'the  State'  and/ or  the  Contractor,  or  which 
locations  may  not  be  shown  on  the  plans  for  this  project, 
excepting  the  installations  of  Public  Utilities. 

(12)  To  be  responsible  for  removal  and  replacement  of  existing 
private  water  and  sewer  pipes  or  other  installations  in,  over 
or  under  existing  roadways,  excepting  the  installations  of 
Public  Utilities. 

(13)  To  eliminate,  collect  and  dispose  of  any  open  sewage  within 
the  limits  of  said  Project. 

(14)  To  be  responsible  for  and  to  notify  all  Utilities  that,  except 
in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  no  Service  Opening  Permits 
for  opening  any  pavement  within  the  limits  of  this  project 
will  be  issued  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of 
completion  of  the  project. 

(15)  To  hold  inviolate  the  existing  right  of  way  and  the  right  of 
way  as  may  be  acquired  and/or  provided  for  the  project 
and  agrees  that  no  installations  such  as  advertising  signs, 
posters,  bill-boards,  roadside  stands,  buildings  or  other  in- 
stallations will  be  allowed  within  the  limits,  in,  on,  over  or 
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above  the  existing  or  new  right  of  way,  and  'the  Town'  will 
direct  and  have  removed  any  installations,  signs,  etc.,  now 
within  said  existing  right  of  way  limits. 
Warrant  Committee  makes  no  recommendation  due  to  insuf- 
ficient information. 

56.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to 
adopt  daylight  saving  time  to  conform  with  the  time  as 
set  by  the  State. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  adopting  daylight 
saving  time  as  set  by  the  State. 

The  polls  will  be  open  for  the  election  of  officers  from  one 
o'clock  p.m.  until  six  o'clock  p.m.,  on  Monday,  March  5,  1956. 

The  Selectmen  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in  session  at  their 
office,  Northeast  Harbor,  in  said  Town  of  Mount  Desert,  on  Febru- 
ary 29,  March  1  and  2,  1956  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
applications  of  persons  claiming  the  right  to  vote  in  said  Town.
